Quo Warranto Proceedings 
Are Begun in Jefferson 
City Supreme Court. : 





By Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY. June 2.—Attor- 
ney-Genera!l Major began ouster pro- 
ceedings against five meat packing 
companies today by filing quo warranto 
informations in the Supreme Court. The 
companies attacked are Armour Pack- 
Ang Co., Morris & Co., Bwift & Co., 
Hammond Packing Co. and St. Louis 
Dressed-Beef and Provision Co. 

Their aggregate capital is $75,000,000. 

The Armour, Swift and Morris com- 
panies are charged with violating the 
anti-trust law and conspiracy, and the 
Hammond and St. Louis Dressed Beef 
and ProYision companies, as subsidiary 
ecmpante of the National Packing Co., 
with conspiracy to control the business 
in iene The National Packing Co. 
is really the basis of the suit, but is not 
made a defendant. 

The packers must make a return fo 
the suits by June 30. If demurrers are 
filed they will not be passed upon by 
the Court until the October term. If 
answers are filed the Court may appoirt 
a commissioner to take evidencc before 
adjournment for the summer. 

After filing the suits, Attorney-General 
*| Major said: 

'- “The National Packing Co., the hear- 
ing by Special Commissioner ex-Judge 

Daniel Dillon, developed, is owned by 
three packers. Swift owns 
seven-fifte , Armour owns six-fif- 
teenths Morris two-fifteenths. 
While the/ National owns these supposed- 
ly indepéndent corporations it has been 
holding out to the public as separate en- 
tities and independent corporations and 
competitors tin business.’’ 

The five defendants are named in two 
petitions which ask that the corpera- 
tions be excluded from all corporate 
rights, that their licenses be forfeited 
and that all or such portion of their 
property as the Court may deem proper 
be confiscated or in lieu thereof a fine 
be imposed. . ’ 

Armour, Swift and Morris are charged 
with having entered into a conspiracy 
in 1909 to control] the prices to be paid 
by dealers in livestock, poultry, butter, 
eggs, dairy and agricultural products. to 
' @ontrol the prices to be paid by retall 
5, and wholesale dealers for dressed meats 
% and to control’the prices to be paid by 
Fall retail and wholesale dealers for but- 
ter, eggs, poultry game, dairy and agri- 
eultural products and by-products from 
the business of slaughtering livestock. 

Called Unlawful Trust. 

“These companiés,”’ the petition says, 
“entered into a trust to unlawfully regu- 
late, fix and control the prices at which 
dealers should sell and offer to sell to 
the consumer.and others all dressed 
meats and eggs, poultry and other prod- 
ucts, and to control the prices to be paid 
for such articles, when so regulated, and 
to unlawfully limit,the trade In all prod- 
uts with a view to lessen, restrict, limit 
and destroy trade and free competition in 
the purchase and sale of meat products, 
poultry, butter and eggs.

No Pretense Is Made to Obey 
the Law in Its 
Sale. 





T. LOUIS consumers, paying the 

highest prices ever known for 

food, are not getting the food 
they pay for. Careless retail dealers 
and their employes are short-weight- 
ing buyers right and left. 

This was demonstrated by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, who made 83 test 
purchases of groceries and meat at 50 
St. Louis stores, and who weighed the 
articles, in the presence of a witness, 
on a scale whose accuracy had been 
certified by the City Inspector of 
Weights and Measures. 

The test showed that in 49 of the 8&3 
purchases, short weight was given, 
ranging from 4 ounces short on a piece 
of meat sold for a pound, to a quarter 
of an ounce on some grocery staple. The 
loss to the purchaser in each case was 
from a half cent to several cents. 

Of the remaining 34 £4purchases, 17 
showed accurate weight and 17 over- 
weight, with a gain to the purchaser 
similar to his loss in the cases, three 
times as numerous, of short weight. 

That short weight means real loss to 
the consumer, amounting to a consider- 
able sum weekly, is apparent when it is 
realized that, at present prices, an ounce 
of bacon costs 2 3-16 cents, an ounce of 
butter 2% cents, an ounce of boiled ham 
2% cents and an ounce of lard 1% certts. 

Some Weightrs Careless. 

Every article purchased was weighed 
by the retail merchant or clerk on the 
store scales. In many instances it was 
clear that the short weight given was 
not the fault of the dealer’s scales, but 
was the result either of carelessness or 
intent on the part of the dealer. 

In many of the grocery stores and 
meat markets there are scales which 
have a revolving drum inclosed in an 
iron casing. The intent of the maker of 
the scale seemed to be to demonstrate 
to the purchaser that he was getting 
accurate weight, for there is a register 
which the buyer can see from his side 
of the counter.

CAR KILLS GIRL: 
MOTHER WATCHES 
REMOVAL OF BODY 


Mrs. Mary Phillips Did Not 
Recognize Mangled Form 
as Her Daughter. 














Watching the removal of a girl's 
mangled body from beneath the wheels 


of a street car and white-coated hos- 
pital attendants -bear her away dead, 
on a stretcher, Mrs. Mannie Phillips of 
avenue remarked sympathe- 
tically to a neighbor Monday morning: 

“Some poor mother’s heart will be 
broken.”’ 

Half an hour later, after Mrs. Phil- 
lips had returned home, she learned 
that the dead girl was her own daught- 
er, Miss Florence Phillips. Recogni- 
tion had been prevented by the disfig- 
urement of her features. 

Killed Near Her Home. 

The accident occurred at 9 a, m. on 
the Suburban tracks near Marcus ave- 
nue and half a block from the Phillips’ 
home. The girl, who graduated from 
high school at the head of her class in 
Greenfield, Ill., a year ago and was 
planning to enter the next term of the 
School of Fine Arts, left home, hat- 
less, to mail a letter, without the know- 
ledge of her mother. 

When Mrs. Phillips had returned home 
after 15 minutes she noticed the absence 
of her daughter and was struck with 
fear. She asked her daughter, Ida, 
where Florence had gone and learned of 
her errand. She hastened to the Missouri 


| Baptist Sanitarium, where the body had 


been borne, found that her dread was 
realized, and fainted. She is under the 
care of a physician. 

Miss Phillips, who was ® years old, 
on her way to a drug store followed a 
path which runs along the Suburban 
tracks from Marcus avenue to Taylor 
avenue. When a quarter of a block 
east of Marcus avenue she started to 
cross the tracks behind an eastbonud 
ear and stepped in front of one going 
west. 

She was dragged 20 feet over the rocky 
roadbed before the motorman, ‘reversing 
the controller, brought the vehicle to a 
halt. The crew, with the assistance of 
two painters working along the track, 
extricated her from the wheels after 
cutting away her clothes, which were 
wrapped about the axle. 

Physicians at the. sanitarium said 
that her head was crushed and that 
death was almost instantaneous. 

Women Passengers Hysterical. 

Six “women passengers on the car 
screamed and became hysterical. They 
jumped from,.the car and stood about, 
weeping. Many women from the neigh - 
borhood gathered, including Mrs. Phil- 
lips. : 

The car was in charge of Motormar 
James Donlan of 1217 Suburban terrace 
and Conductor Albert Eckhoff, 155? 
Wellston avenue. . 

“I saw the girl coming along the path 
adjoining the track,” said Donlan. “She 
seemed to be In a deep study. Sudden- 
ly she appeared on the track in front 
of me. I could not stop the car before 
it struck her, but I brought it to a hait 
in a car length. This shows we were 
not going very fast.’’

Taft decided today make an issue 
of the passage by Congress, before the 
adjournment of the present session, of 
the bill providing for the publicity of 


contributions in all campaigns affecting

The President sent for party leaders in 
both the House and Senate and told them 
his views regarding this piece of legis- 
lation. He said he had made a per- 
sonal pledge during the last presiden- 
tial campaign to do what he could to- 
ward furthering the enactment of a 
publicity bill. The President had hesi- 
tated to adg this bill to his program, 
however, while Congress was devoting 
itself to those measures to which the 
party had definitely committed itself in 
its platform. Now that the program 
is practically completed, he has decided 
to bring all his influence to bear in be- 
half of the publicity bill. 

Taft took Senator Burrows of Michi- 
gan for a long automobile ride yester- 
day afternoon. Burrows is chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Elections.

hours, the railroad. officials announced 
that C. L. Hilleary, secretary of their 
committee, would notify the shippers 
when the railroads would be ready for 
the next conference.. . aod i 
In reply to the shippers’ detailed de- 
mand, the railroad representatives, at @ 
private meeting beginning at 9 a. m., 
prepared a statement. This was pre- 
sented by Benjamin McKeen, general 
manager of the Vandalia, at the open 
meeting which began at ll, and was 
réad by R. L. McKellar of the South- 
ern. 

Text of the Statement, 
It was as follows: 

The General Railroad Committee 
has carefuily considered the prop- 
osition of the Joimt Conference 
Committee and as we understand 
it, it calls for the complete and un- 
qualified abolition of the so-called 
bridge arbitrary. 

The conclusion reacked by the 
Railroad Committee is that this 
request cannot, in fairness te the 
interests of the carriers, be grant- 
ed. It is further considered that, 
if the Joint Comference Commit- 
tee isn prepared te consider the 
whole question upor its merits, and 
willing to appreack it with an open 
and unprejudiced mind, the car- 
riers - are agreeable to meeting 
them in the same spirit for the 
purpose ef further discussion. 

Open Meeting Is Directed. 

The railroad officials met in the of- 
fices of the Coal Traffic Bureau and 
prepared their answer to the Joint 
Conference Committee. Their meeting 
was prolonged until 11 a. m., the mem- 
bers of the Shippers’ Committee waiting 
for them to finish. The railroad of- 
ficials decided at their meeting to re- 
quest that the joint meeting be open 
tc representatives of the Sst. Louls 
newspapers. The Joint Conference Com- 
mittee approved this suggestion. 
Before a vote was taken on a motion 
for the railroads to appoint a sub- 
committee to continue negotiations with 
the Joint Conference Committee, Otto 
L. Teichmann suggested that it be un- 
derstood that the joint committee be 
made up from rallroad representatives 
present, and that they come prepared to 
the next meeting to state why it would 
be unfair to the railroads to abolish 
the arbitrary. 

The railroads accepted this suggestion. 
E. Hart, in restating the position of the 
railroads on the matter of the abolition 
of the arbitrary, declared that no such 
thing exists. He made this statement 
while he was making a plea to the ship- 
pers to consider the question without 
prejudice, Hart was asked to explain 
what he meant when he said there is 
no arbitrary.

or, the Relation of Marriage to Morals.”’ 
He had for his text Matthew 19:3—‘“‘Is it 
lawful for a man to put away his wife 
for every cause?’ 

The Rev. Mr. Smith laid down the 
general principle that there can be no 
perfect mairiage and no ideal home, 
because there are no perfect. people. 
Young married couples are inclined to 
call each other “angels” at times, but 
angels do not inhabit this earth. Being 
human, men and women are faulty, and 
the only way in which they can hope 
to get along is to bear and forbear. If 
clouds come, wait till they disperse. If 
jars are fe]t, wait till-they subside. If 
happiness is slow in coming after mar- 
riage, wait for it. 

Marriage is not for small-souled peo- 
ple, he said. It is too big a contract for 
them to carry out. They lack self-con- 
trol, without which no marriage can be 
a success. They regard matrimony as 
a one-sided affair, and are too selfish 
to consider the rights of the other par- 
ty, be it husband or wife. Most sepa- 
rations are due to the fact that men 
and women lack character that makes 
them mindful of others and keeps then:

“Newspaper publicity of divorces is 
a good thing, because it shows what 
homes to avoid. The breaking up of 
homes in high life naturally attracts 
more attention than in other cases, but 
the principle is the same. Divorce is to 
be shunned, except for the gravest of 
reasons, and men and women who 
lightly seek it should be so boycotted 
and ostracised that the sting of shame 
which they feel will deter others who 
would gladly rid themselves of ties that 
have become distasteful.”

The practice of short-weighting, 
which is here shown to be common, 
cannot be stopped entirely by the 
city authorities. Much of the petty 
swindling of customers is done on 
scales which have been duly ap- 
proved by the city Inspector of 
Weights and Measures, but which 

the owners manipulate hurriedly 
and carelessly, to their customers’ 
loss much more frequently than 
‘* their own. ; 

The only apparent remedy is for 
consumers to have their own scales, 
weigh everything they buy, and 
withdraw their trade from. retail- 
ers -who fail to give them full 
weight. 

Post-Dispatch readers who have 
suffered from short-weighting, or 
from other practices on the part 
of dealers which tend to increase 
the cost of living, are invited to 

write briefly of their experiences 
to the Post-Dispatch.

“This is butter,’ the clerk answered, 
pointing to the sign. “We would not 
fare have that sign up there if it was 
not.” 

Scales Balanced. 

The clerk weighed the butter very 
narefully, and the reporter observed that 
the scales balanced perfectiy. 

The* package weighed exactly one 
pound on the reporter’s tested scale, but 
the wood tray, which had heavy tin clips 
at each end, weighed-three-quarters of 
in.ounce. That tray cost a fraction over 
1% cents. 

At the next place the reporter stopped 
he bought 5 pounds of sugar. The 
package weighed 4 pounds 14% ounces... 
The bag, which was made of very heavy 
paper, weighed an ounce. The net 
weight of the ‘sugar, 2% ounces short 
of 5 pounds. 

At a big grocery the reporter bought a 
pound of tea, which weighed 164 
cunces. The reporter was ahead about | 
three-quarters of a cent on this pur- | 
chase. 

At a small grocery and meat shop the | 
reporter ordered a pound of lard.’ The 
clerk weighed it on a revolving scale. | 
He could see that the indicator never 
touched the pound mark, and asked the 
clerk if he was giving honest weight.

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Commenting on the injunction prohibiting the 
removal of State officers and records from 
Guthrie to Oklahoma City, Gov.

An entirely new problem must be faced in this 
Oklahoma capital-removal fight—the problem of 
what the referendum, or direct vote of the people, 
really means in American government. Can the 
courts, through their power to interpret the con- 
stitution, abrogate and nullify this “imperial 
mandate of the people?” If they attempt to do 
so by enforcing injunctions or in any other way, 
what will be the outcome? Will not the people 
demand that laws passed by direct vote shall 
stand, regardless of courts? This would involve 
radical constitutional changes. 

Up to this time the courts, from inferior to 
supreme, have been able, througi constitutional 
interpretation, to set aside laws passed by the 
representative method. Laws passed by direct 
popular vote are a new thing in American Iegis- 
lation. Is it likely that the people will permit 
the courts to make them null and void through 
interpretation?

OUTER PARES AND BOULEVARDS. 

The Civic League is taking the necessary steps 
to put into effect the public reservation district 
law for the benefit of St. Louis city and county. 
Under the law, by a majority of qualified voters 
within the district designated, a public reserva- 
tion district may be formed for the purpose of 
establishing and improving a park and boulevard 
system for the city and county. The league is 
circulating petitions for the submission of the 
question to the voters of the. city and county at 
the next election. 

A superb park and boulevard system has been 
planned in anticipation of the success of the 
movement. Boulevards could connect Jefferson 
Barracks, Meramec Highlands, Creve Coeur, the 
Missouri River bluffs, Spanish Lake, Chain of 
Rocks, with each other and with the city. The 
importance of this work cannot be overesti- 
mated. Not only would it give the people of the 
city and the county common parks and boule- 
vards for their enjoyment now, but it assures 
ample and beautiful parks and fine boulevards 
connecting them for the greater city of the future.

A Theory as to Panics. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Having heard different ideas expressed as to 
what causes busine&’s depression or “panics,” such 
as occurred in 1907-'08, I wish to express my 
idea on this subject. 

The greater part of the people in this country 
are working for wages. The masses, or all who 
work for wages ere employed by the few who 
own the tools or means of production. The em- 
ploying class cannot give to the wage-working 
class all that each individual worker produces 
euch day, so then there is a surplus for each 
individual wprker, each day, amounting to the 
difference between what he produces and what 
he receives for his day’s work. This difference 
or surplus product enters into all channels of 
commerce until the demand is supplied and mar- 
kets glutted, warehouses filled—and then we have 
a business depression or panic. The few own- 
ers cannot keep the wheels of industry turning 
out the necessities or luxuries of life nor con- 
sume the surplus products when their ware- 
houses are full and the markets supplied, so all 
they can do is to stop the productive machinery. 

The workers receive such a small part of their 
production in wages that almost as soon as the 
productive machinery is stopped they are in need 
of the very surplus of their labor which is stored 
in the warehouse but for which the workers are 
without means to buy. 

Modern productive machinery uses fewer work- 
ers, creates a greater surplus and brings busi- 
ness depression and panics at shorter intervals. 
Before we can secure oursel¢es against this, 1 
believe we must change the method of present 
ownership and distribution. This change must 
be an arrangement by which the worker receives 
all that is produced by his labor except 4m 
amount for maintaining the means of production 
and distribution, this amount to be determined 
by each individual’s product. Under this ar- 
rangement there will be no surplus accumulation 
of products to “depress business.” All who de- 


sire to labor can do so and panics will be over.

I had a look at every boat here today, 
on absolutely smooth Water, and I also 
follow ed the Columbia crews very close- 
ly, as guests of Manager Mahan. 

At an early guess and not knowing 
much yet about any of the crews, Cor- 
nell and Columbia, it looks as if the 
race were to be between these two, 
With Syracuse a very dangerous factor. 
I shall probably see each of the other 
varsity boais in the next few days 
as closely as I saw the New Yorkers 
today. 

Rice has improved the Columbia crew 
much since the Annapolis race, not only 
in its make-up, but in rowing. In the 
first place, he has taken Murphy out 
of stroke seat and put in Clapp, who 
rowed No. 2 at Annapolis.
